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Hardware at the Dawn of History 
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plements from 
Modern Tools 
Evolved 
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Wooden sickJes with flint teeth were in use 5500 years ago 


By H. H. MANCHESTER 


ONSIDERING the tremendous influence of 
C tools on civilization, it is very surprising that 

their history has never been written. Arche- 
ologists have paid much attention to prehistoric 
relics, and investigations have been made concern- 
ing the development of certain machine tools, but 
no one has ever followed the evolution of tools 
through the great ages of the world’s culture. 

A careful search extending over several years has 
brought to light a number of historic pictures rep- 
resenting workmen of many different periods ac- 
tually using the tools of their day. From these it 
is possible to get a very fair conception of the tools 
of the different eras, and in fact to reconstruct 
many of the conditions both of their historic use 
and manufacture. 

For such an account it is extremely fortunate 
that there are a number of pictures which date from 
the very dawn of history. 

When civilization first became established in 
Egypt, some 6000 years ago, the custom grew up 
during the fourth to sixth dynasties of painting 


in the tombs representations of almost every custom 
of the daily life. These paintings give the atmos- 
phere of the time far better than would be possible 
with any merely verbal description. 

At this dawn of history Egypt was just emerging 
from the Stone into the Copper Age. From the 
Stone Age had come down stone axes and pounders, 
flint knives, saws, sickles, drills, bone awls, needles 
and pins. 

Many of these tools showed a curious differentia- 
tion from a common original. In the beginning, for 
example, there was little difference between a flint 
knife, saw and sickle. Their common flint ancestor 
had the sharp but jagged edge which was almost 
unavoidable in working flint. In developing the 
knife, these teeth were smoothed down, while in the 
saw they were exaggerated. The sickle was first 
formed by curving the flint. For many centuries, 
however, the common Egyptian sickle consisted of 
a curved piece of wood with small flints stuck in to 
form the edge, probably in imitation of the teeth in 
the jawbone of an ox.

For a long time such flint tools were used side 
by side with those of copper or even of bronze. A 
rather striking combination of the two has been 
preserved in a knife dating from the first dynasties, 
which consists of a flint blade with a highly wrought 
gold handle. Work in metals, however, was rap- 
idly advancing, and there are a number of paintings 
of from 3500 to 4000 B. C., depicting the use of 
metal tools. 


Woodworking Tools 5500 Years Ago 


Several of these illustrations have to do with 
carpentry work. In one four Egyptians are build- 
ing a boat. One of them has an axe with a blade 
comparable to that of the present day with a prac- 
tically straight handle. The three others are using 
mallets and chisels. The‘chisels are narrow with 
wooden handles somewhat like awls. The mallets 
are shaped not as at present, but have the appear- 
ance more of a policeman’s club. 

It is important to remember that no iron or metal 
hammers with handles were used in Egyptian times. 
In fact, they seem not to have come in until the 
Greek period. 

Another illustration shows two workmen with 
adzes making lance handles, and a third handling a 
saw. The adx appears to have been the most used 
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These Egyptians were making spear handles 


tool of the Egyptian carpenter. In the illustration 
the handle is curved into almost a loop, and the 


- blade is like that of a small hoe. The saw had a 


blade somewhat like the present one, but the handle 
was apparently merely rolled up from the metal 
sheet. Most of the Egyptian pictures of sawing 
indicate that the wood was bound fast to upright 
stakes to hold it firm while the operation was go- 
ing on. 

The plane, the rasp, and the polishing stone seem 
to have come from the same original. 

There is a representation of an Egyptian plan- 
ing, in which he is employing a semi-spherical stone 
with the flat side against the wood. The earliest 
planes of this kind were probably of flint in which 
the edge could be left sharp enough to make a con- 
siderable impression on the wood. 

Egyptians of the early dynasties adopted the 
same form in metal, and the few pictures leave it 
hard to decide which was used. In the drawing we 
reproduce the overseer is standing ready with his 
rod over the back of the workman, which suggests 
that planing was not easy and the lot of the work- 
man hard. 

In the same illustration, another workman ap- 
pears to be giving the wood a preliminary dressing 
or planing by means of a comparatively broad chisel

which he is drawing toward him. Perhaps this 
was some adaptation of the blade and operation of 
the adz. 

The semi-spherical plane, when its flat surface 
was left rough, acted as a rasp. When it was made 
of sandstone it was used as a smoother or polisher 
in working not merely wood but stone and even soft 
metal and might be considered the origin of sand- 
paper and emery paper. 

One of the most interesting of the early paintings, 
illustrating working in wood, depicts the making of 
achair. One of the workmen is polishing a leg for 


a chair with a piece of round sandstone. A square, - 


The string of the bow was wrapped around the 
wooden part of the drill in such a way that as the 
bow was run back and forth it would turn the drill. 
At the top of the drill was half of a palm nut, which 
remained stationary in the hand when the drill 
turned. In some cases at least different bits could 
be used in the same drill. 


Metal Working Tools at the Dawn of History 


When the Egyptian paintings first began, the use 
of metals was just spreading. To what extent this 
was a cause of the rise of civilization in Egypt, it 
would be hard to say, but there is little doubt that

shaped much like our squares at present, is stuck 
in a block near him, while an adz is lying on the 
block. In this case the blade of the adz is bound to 
the handle with thongs of rawhide, instead of being 
fitted on as shown in some other pictures. The other 
workman in this cut is drilling a hole in the bottom 
of a chair by means of a bow drill. 

Hand drills go back to the very earliest records. 
In fact, drilled beads and bone needles with holes 
drilled for eyes have been found in cave dwellings 
belonging to the Glacial Age. The bow drill, how- 
ever, seems to have been invented not long before 
the dawn of history, and may be considered man’s 
first attempt to apply a mechanical device to tools. 


the use of metals gave the Egyptians superiority 
over the tribes to the south. 
The earliest metals to be employed in Egypt seem 


,to have been gold, silver and copper. Copper was 


at first used more or less pure and consequently 
soft, but even under the early dynasties the Egyp- 
tians learned to harden it with other ingredients 
into some sort of bronze or brass. 

While there are a few early specimens of iron, 
as for example a plate that was found in the pyramid 
of Gizeh, it is undoubtedly true that iron was little 
used in Egypt under the first dynasties and at least 
as late as 1500 B. C. 

Because metal working was much less common

and sandpaper evolved from this method 
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an wood working, the tomb paintings represent- 
ing it are far less frequent. In fact, there are only 
four or five as early as the sixth dynasty, or perhaps 
5000 years ago. 

One shows a work shop for precious metals. Six 
workmen are seated about a small forge, which is 
shaped somewhat like a decanter with the sides left 
open. In the furnace are represented two small 
vessels for holding the metal to be melted. The 
workmen are blowing the charcoal fire with long 
blowpipes, the points of which are possibly of metal 
or pottery as a protection against the fire. Next to 
them a workman has taken out one of the small 
vessels, two of which appear in the forge, and is 
pouring forth the contents to cast a rough form 
which is later to be finished by beating and chasing.

-At the right 
of the picture one workman is weighing pieces of 
metal in a balance, while a scribe is keeping tab of 
the amount. 

Since it was chiefly the softer metals which were 
worked at that time, many of the same tools were 
used as were employed in wood working. There is 
little doubt, for example, that drills, chisels, awls 
and scrapers were applied not only to wood but to 
the metals of the period.

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The Parcel Post and the Mail Order Houses 


By W. L. CROUNSE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3, 1917. 

HE Congressional dentist, with the co-opera- 
T tion of the mail-order house lobby, got in its 
work on the proposition to tax parcel post 
packages before that provision was voted into the 
war revenue bill during the past week. While every 
effort was made to strike out the section in its en- 
tirety, when this failed the Finance Committee 
brought in an amendment limiting the tax to par- 
cels paying a postage charge of 25 cents or more. 


Pulling the Teeth of the Parcel Post 


This action exempted no less than 978,000,000 
parcels from tax and imposed the levy on a measley 
little 46,000,000 packages. This was tooth pulling 
with a vengeance! 

To say that this is a big victory for the mail o: der 
houses is putting it mildly indeed. They will save 
about $7,000,000 per annum. That’s all! 

There is certainly a sweet little cherub sitting 
somewhere up aloft that guards o’er the poor cata- 
log concerns down below! That same little cherub 
seems to have a wireless connection with the Post- 
Office Department. 

A wealth of interesting information regarding 
the parcel post was developed during the debate in 
the Senate. The Post-Office Department stepped 
out into the spotlight and furnished a barrel of 
statistics that will be examined by every retail 
merchant with the liveliest integest. 

Chairman Simmons, of the Finance Committee, 
opened the debate with a brief statement to the 
effect that his committee had decided that parcels 
paying less than 25 cents in postage ought not to 
be assessed with the proposed tax. Senator Hard- 
wick, of Georgia, a member of the Senate Post- 
Office Committee, in a satirical speech congratulated 
the Finance Committee on the amendment exempt- 
ing small packages. He then proceeded to hammer 
the proposition of taxing parcel post packages. 


Hardwick Objects to Tax 


“IT do not think,” he said, “that we ought to put 
a stamp tax on one of the functions of this Gov- 
ernment. I do not think that we ought to increase 
the parcel post rates to the people of this country 
in any such indirect way. 

“If we think, and are prepared to stand on the 
proposal, that the rates are too low on parcel post 


matter, then we ought to raise them directly; but 
such a proposition, I submit, ought to come from 
the committee having jurisdiction of postal mat- 
ters, whi‘: has or can acquire full information 
with respect to these questions. The danger of this 
sort of proposition coming from other committees 
is immediately illustrated in this particular matter. 

“The Senate Committee on Finance, which of 
course does not deal with these postal matters, pre- 
sented a proposition which not one of them could 
have supported when they understood it and when 
it was explained to them; and I think that is a very 
good reason why proposals to increase parcel post 
rates ought not to come from the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Senate, even on a bill of this character. 


Invading Post Office Committee’s Jurisdiction 


“The department believes, and I think believes 
correctly, that that is not the way to increase parcel 
post rates, if Congress wants to increase them. 
The department believes that if we want to increase 
the parcel post rates in this country the question 
ought to go before the committees having jurisdic- 
tion of the subject matter, where hearings may be 
held and all parties in interest, including the de- 
partment, be heard on the merits of the proposition, 
and then increase the rates or decrease them, or do 
what else Congress pleases, after action by the 
appropriate committees with respect to the matter 
can be had.” 

Of course Senator Hardwick’s plea that the 
Finance Committee should not have taken juris- 
diction of postal matters would have come with a 
little better grace from a Senator not a member 
of the Post-Office Committee. Coming from Sena- 
tor Hardwick, it savored a little of senatorial 
jealousy. 

It is the duty of the Finance Committee to devise 
taxation and it has proposed to tax the munition 
makers. If Mr. Hardwick’s argument were sound 
the Committee on Military Affairs ought to object 
to taxes on manufacturers of war material on the 
ground that the levying of such an impost is a mili- 
tary matter and therefore ought to be initiated in 
the appropriate committee. 

Getting down to brass tacks. Mr. Hardwick’s sug- 
gestion that the Finance Committee should not take 
jurisdiction of a tax on parcel post packages is 
sheer nonsense. 
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Post Office Department’s Crazy Quilt Record 


Much interest has been aroused in the attitude 
of the Post-Office Department with respect to the 
parcel post tax. It has apparently been so incon- 
sistent that there has been much curiosity concern- 
ing Mr. Burleson’s arguments. 

The department appears to have been in favor of 
taxing about every other branch of the postal serv- 
ice and it is necessary to remember that the parcel 
post has always been the Postmaster General’s pet 
in order to understand his peculiar position on this 
point. 

The proposition to increase the postage on letter 
mail was favored by the department, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that it was so economically unsound 
that the Senate rejected it in the face of the recom- 
mendation of the Finance Committee. Business 
needs to be stimulated these days and not to be 
shackled and harassed by small penalties upon all 
forms of commercial activity. 

Then Mr. Burleson has made the fight of his life 
to tax second-class mail matter, including news- 
papers, trade journals and other publications. He 
began with a campaign for the now famous—or 
infamous—Randall rider, imposing  prohibitory 
postage rates in accordance with a zone system. 
When it was found that the Senate would not stand 
for this outrageous proposition the department re- 
luctantly agreed to a tax of 5 per cent on publishers’ 
incomes with an increase of one-fourth of one cent 
per pound in the periodical postage rate to save Mr. 
Burleson’s face. 


More Schemes to Tax Publishers 


Subsequently the department got up for Senator 
Hardwick an elaborate plan for taxing the adver- 
tising pages of newspapers, trade journals, etc., 
imposing additional postage rates thereon, thus 
penalizing enterprise and business activities of 
every form. Senator Hardwick appeared twice 
before the Finance Committee in advocacy of this 
wild scheme, but the committee promptly threw it 
out of the window. The Department is still work- 
ing on a similar project. 

So much for the record of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment on the taxation of first and second-class mail 
matter. But when we come to the parcel post a 
change comes o’er the spirit of our dreams! 

A tax on parcel post packages of one cent each 
would net more than $10,000,000 per annum. 
Seventy-five per cent of it, according to the reliable 
statistics, would be paid by the mail-order houses. 
The farmer, who, according to equally reliable sta- 
tistics, rarely patronizes the parcel post—only one 
package per day is mailed on rural routes—would 
pay none of it worth speaking of. 

Yet when the Finance Committee decides to raise 
$10,000,000 on the parcel post and thus recoup the 
Treasury for a small part of the enormous subsidy 
the parcel post law turned over to the mail order 
houses Mr. Burleson gets up on his hind legs and 
emits a piteous wail against the tax on the ground 
that it would hurt the poor farmer. 


Mr. Burleson’s Protest 


Here for the first time is published the text of 
Mr. Burleson’s letter of protest to the Finance 
Committee: 

“At the present time there are approximately 
1,025,000,000 parcels handled each year on which 
the postage is approximately $72,000,000. Approxi- 
mately 610,000,000 of these packages weigh 5 ounces 
or more, and would be taxed 1 cent under the pro- 
posed revenue measure and at least 45,000,000 
parcels would be taxed more than 1 cent, as the 
postage would be in excess of 25 cents. 
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“The parcel post is on a different basis from that 
of the express companies because the entire profits, 
arising from the Parcel Post System, estimated to 
be $10,000,000 or more annually, are turned over 
to the Government. The Government, therefore, 
receives the entire profits from this service, whereas 
it receives none from the express companies. The 
minimum charge for an express parcel is under- 
stood to be 25 cents, whereas under the proposed 
bill on a parcel sent by parcel post weighing 5 
ounces but less than 1 pound the postage may vary 
from 5 to 12 cents, according to the zone to which 
shipped, and the burden would be the same as on a 
parcel sent by express where the charge is 25 cents. 

“In other words, it would be an increase of from 
8 per cent to 20 per cent in the cost of the trans; 
portation of these smaller parcel post packages, 
whereas it would be only 4 per cent on the minimum 
express charge. 

“A tax on parcel post simply adds an additional] 
burden on the large number of persons who reside 
on the rural and star routes who have no other 
transportation facilities than the parcel post. To 
add an additional tax on these parcels on a service 
which is already netting the Government a hand- 
some profit simply increases the burden on the 
farmer and residents of the rural communities and 
hinders to that extent the transportation of com- 
modities between the producer and consumer, which 
every effort is being exerted at this time to in- 
crease.” 


Some Mighty Interesting Statistics 


Accompanying Mr. Burleson’s letter is a table 
that I am going to reproduce, although it takes up 
a good deal of HARDWARE AGE’s valuable space® 
It shows by each unit of weight the estimated num- 
ber of parcels mailed in all post offices and the 
weight thereof in pounds for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1917.

Don’t Like Mail Order House Money 


The postage paid on the billion odd parcels trans- 
ported in the mails in 1917 amounted to the tidy 
sum of $71,908,380. Ten million dollars more in 
taxes would have boosted this sum to nearly $82,- 
000,000, but although Mr. Burleson wants more 
revenue from every other branch of the mail serv- 
ice he doesn’t like to take mail-order house money, 
although he calls it farmers’ money. 

In view of the action of the Finance Committee 
in amending the bill so as to limit the parcel post 
tax to packages paying at least 25 cents in postage 
much curiosity was manifested in the Senate as to 
how many such packages are carried in the mails. 
Senator Smoot, who is the Encyclopedia Britannica 
and Century Dictionary of the Senate rolled into 
one, stated that the tax would apply to approxi- 
mately 46,000,000 packages, producing therefore 
about $460,000 at the rate of 1 cent each. Asa 
considerable number of the packages would pay 
postage at a higher rate than 25 cents and there- 
fore would pay a higher tax, Senator Smoot esti- 
mated that the total revenue from this source would 
be about $750,000. 


Why Hardwick Favors a Parcel Post 


At this juncture Senator Hardwick unbosomed 
himself of a little speech in the nature of a confes- 
sion of faith. He gave the reasons why he and 
his colleagues who have favored the parcel post 
have advocated the project in spite of good old 
Democratic doctrine against paternalism. Here is 
an interesting extract from Mr. Hardwick’s re- 
marks: 

“T have always been opposed as a matter of prin- 
ciple, as the Senate knows, to too many governmen- 
tal activities along business lines. The one excep- 
tion that I have thought could be safely made and 
ought to be safely made to the proposition that the 
sole business of the Government was the governing 
business, was the establishment and maintenance of 
a parcel post in connection with the rural routes 
of this country and in order to serve the people 
who reside in the rural sections of the country. 

“The reason is obvious. There is no reason 
growing out of necessity why we should have estab- 
lished a general parcel post at all for this country 
generally, because the great express companies 
serving the cities and towns of this country could 
have rendered and were rendering that service. 


In the Intcrest of the Farmer 


“If the objection was urged, as it was urged in 
this body and in the other House of Congress, that 
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their rates were excessive or their practices were 
burdensome and oppressive, the answer was that 
we had exactly the same power to regulate their 
rates and to control their practices that we had 
with respect to the railroad companies, and that 
on the same principle that we control railroad rates 
and regulate railroad practices we had an equal 
right to control and regulate express rates and ex- 
press practices. So that I could see very little rea- 
son, when all this agitation was before the country, 
for the Government embarkation on a general parcel 
post project; but I do think and I have always 
thought, that the fact was entirely different when 
it came to the rural sections of this country. 

“There it is impossible for private business to 
discharge this function. There no adequate ar- 
rangement can be made by private business to fur- 
nish this service. 

“Not only that, but everywhere throughout the 
rural sections of the country the Government al- 
ready had mail routes that were beng operated day 
after day among these people and carrying the mail 
to them. How easy, how practicable, and how sen- 
sible, therefore, it was to provide that these same 
facilities that the Government already had should 
be used to give to these people who resided in the 
rural sections of our Republic this necessary and 
proper service. 


One Parcel per Rural Route per Day 


“The Congress did it, but the result has been, 
from a practical standpoint, at least, disappoint- 
ing up to date. Taking the rural routes of the 
United States as a whole, Mr. President, the fig- 
ures show that the people from the country have 
sent on an average one parcel per day on each route 
in the United States, and no more, and that the 
people from the towns and cities where these routes 
originate have only sent an average of eight par- 
cels per day out to the country from these cities 
and towns.. In other words, the rural parcel post 
has not been utilized to the extent that it ought to 
be, nor to the extent that it is destined to be in the 
development of this great service.” 

Dozens of Senators sat up and took notice of 
Senator Hardwick’s declaration that, Mr. Burleson 
to the contrary notwithstanding, the farmers have 
not appreciated the philanthropy of the Government 
in establishing a parcel post and have used it to 
the extent of one package per rural route per day. 
This is a hard blow to those who have been touting 
the merchandise mail as a life-saving institution 
in these days when food is scarce and high and 
when, presumably, the farmer stands ready to send 
fresh eggs, butter, milk, poultry, pumpkins, etc., 
to the yearning city people if only Uncle Sam will 
carry them at sufficiently low rates. Evidently they 
must be carried free to meet the farmer’s views. 


Cities to Pay the Bill 


Senator Smoot here took a crack at Senator Hard- 
wick’s objection to any form of parcel post tax, de- 
claring that packages on which a postage charge 
of more than 25 cents is made “are mostly shipped 
between cities and not from rural routes or coun- 
try districts. 

“If this tax of 1 cent is imposed,” said the Utah 
Senator, “it will equalize the burden between the 
express companies and the parcel post and it will 
be paid mostly by shippers from city to city. In 
fact, the great bulk of it will come from the cities, 
and very little from the country, and it seems to me 
that no one should complain during these war times, 
when we have to raise so much money, of placing a 
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l-cent stamp upon a package on which the carrying 
charge will amount to not less than 25 cents. 

“I want to Say to the Senators that this amend- 
ment was discussed in the Finance Committee for 
two or three days before it was adopted. The fact 
was brought to the attention of the committee that 
by the imposition of a tax upon all express packages 
that are carried in direct competition with the Par- 
cel Post System, if there were not a tax imposed 
upon th® parcel-post packages there would be a dis- 
crimination against the express companies of this 
country. 

“TI take it for granted that every Senator knows 
the financial condition of the express companies of 
the United States to-day. Some are struggling for 
existence since the establishment of the parcel post, 
and if we now discriminate against the express com- 
panies by imposing upon them a tax, or imposing 
upon the individual that uses the express com- 
pany for transportation a tax as provided in this 
bill, and do not impose a similar tax upon the parcel 
post, the discrimination between the two transporta- 
tion agencies will be even greater than it is to- 
day.” 

P. O. D. Boosting Parcel Post Only 


Senator Hardwick interrupted Senator Smoot to 
draw his attention to the fact that the Post-Office 
Department not only opposes taxing all parcel-post 
packages, but even those upon which the postage 
charge is 25 cents or more. This roused the Utah 
Senator’s ire, and he replied sharply: 

“Of course the Post-Office Department will be 
opposed to the imposition of any kind of a tax upon 
the parcel post. It has no special interest in what 
may happen to its competitors. 

“All it is looking out for is simply the business 
in which it is interested. I think it is a very small 
thing for the Post-Office Department to object to 
the imposition of a 1-cent stamp tax upon the trans- 
portation of a package the charge for carrying 
which is 25 cents.” 

Senator Norris of Nebraska, who is one of the 
chief trust busters of the Senate, seized this occa- 
sion to assail the express companies, and then at- 
tacked the tax on parcel-post packages as a “bur- 
den on the consumer.” 


McCumber’s Straight Talk 


Senator McCumber of North Dakota, a plain- 
spoken, sledge-hammer orator of the old school, 
handed out a few facts with regard to taxation in 
general, and punched a lot of holes in Senator Nor- 
ris’ theory that there ought not to be a tax on parcel- 
post packages because the consumer must pay it. 
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He also paid his respects to the mail-order houses, 
emphasizing the manner in which their so-called 
“service” is paid for by their customers. He said: 

“The Senator from Nebraska is opposed to this 
amendment because it is a tax upon consumers. I 
should like to have the Senator from Nebraska, or 
any other Senator, or any other man upon the face 
of the earth, give me a single instance in which a 
tax can be levied that will not ultimately be a tax 
upon the consumer. If this awful tax, this exorbi- 
tant tax of one penny, ought not to be put upon the 
shoulders of the consumer, then I should like to ask 
what tax can be levied which would not be in the 
end at least as exorbitant upon the consumer. 

“The Senator from Nebraska says that this 1 cent 
will be charged by the business men to the person 
who receives the package. That is absolutely true. 


Passing It On to the Consumer 


“If 26 cents is charged where now only 25 
cents is charged, the consumer will pay that extra 
penny; that is true; no man can deny it. But has 
it occurred to the Senator that when Sears, Roebuck 
& Co. put a 2-cent stamp on a letter acknowledging 
the receipt of payment, or answering the question 
of a customer, that 2 cents is charged to its cus- 
tomers in general? If Sears, Roebuck & Co. pay 
to the Government of the United States $200,000 in 
postage stamps every year does any one contend 
that that $200,000 is not charged to the consumers 
of the products that are sent by Sears, Roebuck 
& Co. to those consumers? 

“Would the Senator from Nebraska then ask 
that we should not require the payment of 2 cents 
postage upon such letters forwarding receipts and 
conveying information to the customer because it 
is a tax upon the consumer, and therefore the Gov- 
ernment ought to carry such postal matter free, 
and not charge it to the customer; that it ought 
never to impose a tax on any parcel-post packages 
above what the service absolutely costs the Govern- 
ment, because whatever these big concerns pay they 
charge back directly or indirectly to the consumer?” 


Another Chance in Conference Committee 


Neither Senator Norris nor any one else cared 
to tackle this conundrum, and a vote was taken 
without further debate, resulting in the retention 
of the Finance Committee amendment taxing parcel- 
post packages the postage on which is 25 cents or 
more. 

The mail-order house lobby, however, is not dis- 
couraged, and will make a strong effort to throw 
out in conference even this fragment of the original 
project for taxing the parcel post.

Road Men Laud Earle at Cass City—Dedicate Monument to 


S a tribute to the work of Horatio S. Earle of 
Detroit, popularly called “The Father of Good 
Roads in Michigan,” fully 2500 persons as- 

sembled in Cass City, Mich., Aug. 24, to participate 
in the unveiling of the monument dedicated to Mr. 

Earle, first highway commissioner of Michigan, who 

twelve years ago started the 

State Reward Road System, and 

who was a guest of honor at the 

dedication. 

Governor Sleeper, a schoolmate 
of Mr. Earle in Vermont, spoke 
commending the work of Mr. 
Earle and paying tribute to State 
Highway Commissioner Frank 
F. Rogers, who was the first 
deputy appointed by Mr. Earle 
while in office. The governor 
presented a set of engrossed 
resolutions, in behalf of the 
State and the State highway de- 
partment. 


Resolutions Laud Earle 


The resolutions follow: 

“Whereas, Horatio S. Earle 
has long been recognized as the 
‘Father of the Good Roads Move- 
ment’ in Michigan and is to be 
honored as such at a meeting of 
the Western Michigan Pike As- 
sociation and other good-roads 
organizations of the State, as 
well as by many citizens inter- 
ested in the good-roads movement who have jour- 
neyed from all parts of the State for the purpose 
of joining with the residents of Cass City and of 
Elkland Township in Tuscola County, to dedicate 
a monument in honor of this pioneer road builder 
and in commemoration of ‘the building of the first 
mile of State reward road within the State, which 
first mile was constructed in Elkland Township in 
1905. 

“And, whereas, a magnificent system of improved 
roads will eventually be established in this State, 
a result which will have been achieved largely 
through Mr. Earle’s pioneer work in this direction, 
including two years of service as State Highway 
Commissioner rendered without fee or reward, other 
than the reward which comes from the conscious- 
ness of a task well done. 

“Therefore, we, Albert E. Sleeper, Governor, and 
Frank F. Rogers, Highway Commissioner of Michi- 
gan, acting in behalf of the people of the State 
generally, do hereby give expression to our sincere 
appreciation of Mr. Earle’s faithful and earnest 
labors in the cause of good roads, and we desire to 
place on record our belief that the great change 
which has taken place in public sentiment relative 
to the value of improved roads is due in a large 
degree to Mr. Earle’s untiring zeal and devotion and 
enthusiasm.” 


Father of Improved Highway Plan 








Horatio S. Earle 
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On the platform erected at the west end of the 
first mile of State reward road built in the State 
was former Governor Fred M. Warner, who ap- 
pointed Earle as the State’s first highway commis- 
sioner. 

In front of the platform was the monument—a 
massive piece of granite six feet 
high by five feet face, and four 
feet wide. It stands on a ce- 
ment base 2 feet high on a bronze 
tablet. inscrihed: 

“In honor of Horatio S. Earle, 
first State Highway Commis- 
sioner of Michigan, 1905-1909, 
erected at westerly end of State 
reward gravel road No. 1.” 

The covering was removed by 
six of Cass City’s prettiest 
daughters: The Misses Retta 
Hooper, Thelma Nettleton, Irene 
Trutchey, Vernita Treadgold, 
Virginia Wilsey and Bernice Gil- 
bert. The address of welcome 
was given by the Rev. J. D. 
Young of Cass City. The chair- 
man, who conducted the pro- 
ceedings, was the Mayor of 
Grand Haven, William H. Loutit, 
president of the West Michigan 
Pike Association, who delivered 
the response to the welcome. 

The presentation of the monu- 
ment in behalf of the people of 
Michigan was made by Dr. Wil- 
liam De Kline of Flint, Mich., former head of the 
tuberculosis survey, who said in part: 

“It falls to the lot of very few men to receive in 
their lifetime public recognition for the service 
they have rendered. Most men who are deserving 
of such recognition never receive any expression of 
gratitude from their fellow men for what they have 
done. I do not mean to say that when men live to 
serve others unselfishly they are not fully rewarded. 
They are rewarded. Every one who serves his fel- 
low men, when that is the chief aim in his life, 
does receive something which no one but the indi- 
vidual himself can appreciate; something which 
leaves a fuller measure of satisfaction than all the 
gifts that human kindness can bestow. And that is 
well worth all the efforts put into the work. 

“It was Ralph Waldo Trine who said: 

“ ‘He who, forgetting self, makes the object of 
his life service, helpfulness and kindness to others, 
finds his whole nature growing and expanding, him- 
self becoming large-hearted, magnanimous, kind, 
sympathetic, joyous and happy; his life becoming 
rich and beautiful.’ 

“But we who have benefited mostly by their 


service often fail to show our appreciation. We 
are not doing our part as well as we should. It is 
not too much that we express our gratitude. With- 


out their leadership and without their efforts we 
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could not have profited by it. We should be more 
ready to recognize the services of those who deserve 
such recognition. We should let them know that 
their efforts are appreciated and let them feel that 
their work was well done. 

“This should be done during their lifetime rather 
than after death. It is better to express a word of 
gratitude while life is fresh and intellect keen than 
to wait for the final opportunity to offer a wreath 
of flowers. The first is unselfish and kind. The 
latter, while beautiful and thoughtful, is, after all, 
selfish, for it leaves out of consideration the very 
one whom we wish to honor. These men were un- 
selfish and gracious in their service to us. Why 
should we not be equally unselfish and magnani- 
mous and kind in doing the least that we can do 
for them. Such action and such expression makes 
of us better men and better women. 

“We are here to-day, I believe, for two definite 
purposes. One purpose is to honor a worthy serv- 
ant in a simple way by unveiling a monument to 
his honor and by dedicating it to the cause for which 
he has labored so faithfully, the cause of better 
highways in Michigan. Through his efforts he has 
rendered a service to the entire State and every 
citizen in Michigan is indebted to him for it. 

“The other purpose is to renew our devotion to 
the unfinished task which he has begun. The task 
of building good roads while progressing rapidly 
will always be unfinished and it is up to us to 
dedicate our lasting interest and enthusiasm to the 
cause. 

“The purpose of consecrating ourselves and pledg- 
ing our devotion to this task is, after all, the great- 
est honor we can bestow upon the one who began 
this work years ago. The greatest service that 
anyone can give does not depend so much upon 
what he himself has actually done; but rather upon 
the stimulation that he has given and the inspira- 
tion he has been to others to carry it on. As a

More power to you, Roy, for the straightforward, 
cheerful and fairminded way you have handed it 
to Boyd of the Pennsylvania. If more Americans 
could and would make complaints and criticisms in 
that manner and that spirit we wouldn’t be held up 
in such high-handed fashion for those services and 
accommodations the active American business man 
must purchase while “on his way.” 

Food costs enough in these days, God knows, even 
when it is prepared and served in the home under a 
minimum of “overhead,” but there is no justification 
for the advanced charges made by eats-mongers who 
are simply taking advantage of a situation and de- 
manding outrageous prices for every single item 
that goes to make up an ordinary meal such as the 
$1.40 dinner you had on the train. There were five 
separate items on that check and it is safe to say 
that they averaged 10 cents on each representing 
positive and unjustified overcharge or “fat” or 
“juice” or “hold-up” or “swag.” In other words, 
that check meant 50 cents pure excess profit beyond 
the recognized high cost of foodstuffs and a most 
liberal allowance for every overhead item that could 
possibly be figured in. 

“Eating out” or on the road has become so 
necessary in modern life that dining cars, restau- 
rants, “lunch” joints, and “Greasy Bill’s” should be 
considered as public service enterprises and duly 
regulated.

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Changes Due in Builders’ 


Hardware 


FEW months ago the president of the 

American Hardware Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation sent out a circular letter asking the 
members of that great association to join in 
an endeavor to eliminate the superfluous fin- 
ish of many items of hardware. He pointed 
out that high polish on a sledge, a shovel or 
a hammer did not improve the efficiency or 
life of the tool and impressed upon his read- 
ers what wasted labor meant at a time when 
labor was so badly needed to produce essen- 
tials. 

One of the greatest builders’ hardware 
manufacturers in New England accepted 
President Plumb’s letter as a duty and has 
since that time been exerting its great influ- 
ence in an endeavor to improve the situation 
in the builders’ hardware line. 

This manufacturer has tackled a big job. 
There is probably more waste and a corre- 
spondingly greater opportunity for improve- 
ment in the manufacture of builders’ hard- 
ware than in any branch of the hardware 
industry in this country, but the evils have 
been so long in existence and have become 
so much a part of the business infested that 
to root them out will be a major operation 
requiring considerable courage. It will tem- 
porarily cost a lot of money, but it is an in- 
vestment which will pay big returns indefi- 
nitely. 

The average builders’ hardware catalog is 
Greek to the average hardware merchant. 
The confusion of designs and finishes is be- 
wildering, and the symbols by which the 
various histories are told are about as under- 
standable as a Chinese laundry bill. 

Some of the manufacturers of these goods 
are widely awake to the evil which is upon 
them, and the past year has brought about a 
wonderful improvement through scrapping a 
lot of the superfluous. 

One great manufacturer has instructed its 
salesmen to urge customers to limit their 
stock orders to only the most salable designs 
and the simplest finishes. They are inter- 
ested in putting stocks in perfect health 
against that day when things shall readjust 
themselves to normal conditions. Let us 
analyze briefly some of the evils to be over- 
come. 2 

One manufacturer designates antique cop- 
per finishes as D2. The same finish is differ- 
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ently designated by practically every other 
manufacturer. This may give individuality 
to each manufacturer, but viewed as a whole 
it is ridiculously wasteful and bears all the 
earmarks of inefficiency. ,.A standard of fin- 
ish symbols should be adopted, and the indi- 
vidual manufacturers who are interested will 
probably get their heads together on this sub- 
ject and save time, money and confusion for 
all concerned. 

Then the colors of the various finishes need 
standardizing. The old copper of one maker 
is a shade lighter than that of the others. It 
doesn’t match the old copper color of the butt 
manufacturers, and is a discord that spoils 
considerable harmony. 

Then there has been a deluge of designs, 
some of which are good and some evil. Every 
day we are at war is shaking the frills out 
of the public and the demand for simpler 
builders’ hardware grows. The design evil 
has grown until it is true that some manu- 
facturers have actually made special size 
locks and special designs for individual jobs 
in order to side track or confuse competitors. 
Then competitors have met the challenge, 
made special molds and manufactured an- 
other needless if not freak article. This has 
its effect on efficiency in manufacture and 
on the general cost of builders’ hardware. 
This practice ought not only to be frowned 
upon; it ought to be kicked out. A. lot of 
molds will have to go into the discard, a lot 
of designs will have to return to the tombs, 
a lot of expensive catalogs will have to be 
revised, a lot of labels will have to be thrown 
away and a big all around housecleaning 
will have to be done to eliminate this waste, 
but HARDWARE AGE is firmly of the belief 
that the big men in builders’ hardware will 
get together for the good of all. 

When these changes come jobbers can re- 
duce their stocks and still fill orders more 
promptly. Retailers with a small investment 
can fill an order completely and in harmony 
and can do so without employing a specialist 
The day of the wonderfully equipped build- 
ers’ hardware room will in most cases be 
ancient history, and from the dust-covered 
“spare room” the line will come out into the 
store where the ordinary retail salesman can 
get behind it right. 

Most of the particular people who are 
coaxed into spending a lot of money for elabo- 
rate designs and unusual finishes let the 
hardware run down at the heel without giv- 
ing it a thought a year after their new place 
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is built. There has been too much dog and 
not enough horse sense in builders’ hard- 
ware. The manufacturers are wise to these 
conditions: and their activities will be 
watched with interest by the trade. One 
prominent manufacturer when asked what 
was tne matter with builders’ hardware 
answered, “too much mahogany and solid 
ivory.” Suggestions are invited. 


Getting Facts on the Hard- 
ware Trade 


ACTS regarding any business are difficult 
to get in a sufficiently broad way to be of 
value to an important group of men. 

HARDWARE AGE is frequently confronted 
with the problem of getting a survey of some 
conditions of the hardware trade for editorial 
information for the benefit of dealers inter- 
ested in some problem of general interest or 
for the purpose of aiding co-operation be- 
tween dealers and manufacturers interested 
in marketing a particular kind of product to 
their mutual advantage.

country.

We wish to emphasize that any investiga- 
tion conducted by HARDWARE AGE is intended 
to aid either directly or indirectly in better- 
ing some phase of hardware selling. __ 

For this reason we bespeak your co-opera- 
tion in giving the information asked for in 
these questionnaires and in returning them 
promptly. The inquiries will not be so fre- 
quent as to impose on your time. 

To those who have already answered our 
questions regarding the use of motor trucks, 
the sale of mill supplies, motor cycles, linol- 
eum, etc., we express our appreciation for 
their assistance in this work. 


Danger in Profit Paring 


N its price regulation policy, the Govern- 
ment presumably has three objects in 
view: Protection of the consumer including 
the Government against excessive prices, 







guaranteeing the producers a reasonable re- 
turn and keeping up production. In achiev- 
ing these results, the President evidently has 
succeeded much better with anthracite than 
with bituminous coal. There is general con- 
currence in the opinion that the prices of 
anthracite are reasonable and that produc- 
tion will be continued at not less than the 
present rate. As to bituminous coal the feel- 
ing is very different and the outlook is that 
some mines will be compeued to suspend 
operations after they complete present con- 
tracts, which the law provides shali not be 
disturbed by any price regulation policy. 
From the South particularly, loud complaints 
against the alleged injustice of the prices 
fixed for the product of that section have 
come, and a delegation has been sent from 
the Birmingham district to Washington to 
protest. 

It is evident that the official and other ad- 
visers of the President were not well in- 
formed in regard to the cost of mining 
bituminous coal, and the announcements re- 
lating to the various kinds of coal mined in 
widely separated sections show how easy it 
will be to fall into similar error in the case of 
iron and steel products, which are manu- 
factured in many parts of the country under 
greatly different conditions. It has been 
widely published in the past week that the 
Federal Trade Commission has found such 
wide variations in the cost of rolled steel at 
different plants as to make it virtually im- 
possible with any justice to fix one price for 
all. The President’s order, it is therefore in- 
timated, will fix varying prices for the differ- 
ent plants on transactions with the Govern- 
ment, rather than prices differing according 
to districts. The intricacies of such a plan 
are so devious as to make it admittedly im- 
possible as a solution of the problem of prices 
to the general public. . 

But there is the naive suggestion in that 
connection that the Government will rely 
upon the announcement of its price to each 
plant to bring down prices for private pur- 
chasers “who it is believed will bé unlikely 
to pay more than a reasonable profit” over 
the cost figure ascertained by the Govern- 
ment. Yet for many months private pur- 
chasers have known full well that market 
prices represented far more than a “reason- 
able profit” without that knowledge being of 
the slightest use to them in getting cheaper 
steel. Such filterings from the Trade Com- 
mission’s inquiry suggest that the disturbing 
possibilities of price fixing in steel are even 
greater than are indicated in the coal indus- 
try, for the proposal to pay different prices 
to different producers implies that the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission is able to make so 
nice an adjustment of profit that no producer 
shall have too much or too little. The danger 
is that in paring profits the Government may 
cut so deep as to defeat its own objects. 
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Man Behind 


HERE are two kinds of “suds.” One comes 
from the corner saloon in a bucket, while the 
other is a good wholesome mixture of plain 
water and soap. One forces a woman to bow her 
back over a washtub, while the other does its bit 
toward lightening her labors. A knowledge of the 
first is not essential from a legitimate business 
standpoint. It may, however, surprise you to learn 
that a knowledge of the soap-and-water mixture has 
a strong bearing on the number of washing-machine 
sales that go on your records. 


The Woman and the Washer 


The majority of women regard a washing ma- 
chine in the same light as a washboard. They 
know that it is a machine which can be used in 
connection with the regular weekly washing, and 
that is about the extent of their knowledge. As 
they already have washboards and tuks on the fam- 
ily payroll they fail to see any economy in the 
purchase of a washer. This condition is due to the 
fact that the washing-machine salesman in the aver- 
age hardware store has fallen down in his prelimi- 
nary work. He has harped on the merits of a wash- 
ing machine as an AID in washing, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, he should have emphasized the point that 
the machine actually does the washing. The 
washboard has always been regarded as an aid, and 
that very fact has put a damper on the aid idea as 
a selling argument. That the machine assumes the 
entire burden of the washing puts a new phase 
on the matter. It gives the woman an entirely new 
viewpoint as to the use of a washing machine, and 
brings up the big argument in favor of a purchase 
—the economy involved. 


The Soap Suds Story 


Most people have the idea that a washing ma- 
chine pounds or thrashes the dirt out of the clothes. 
That impression alone has kept the washer out of 
hundreds of homes. The idea of pounding, thrash- 
ing and scraping is the natural outgrowth of wash- 
board training, and it leads the woman to imagine 
that her clothing must be subjected to a tremen- 
dous strain when washed in a machine. It sug- 
gests great wear and tear, and causes her to think 
that time is saved at the expense of material. 
Economy is sidetracked and sales are lost. That 
is where a knowledge of suds will work wonders. 
The prospective purchaser must be taught that the 
pounding process is entirely eliminated from the 
modern washing machine. She must learn that the 
machine does not in any sense pound the dirt out 
of the clothing, or grind it out by any friction proc- 


Soap Suds and Sales 
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ess. To accomplish this result, the salesman must 
first acquaint her with the principle on which a 
washing machine operates. She must be taught that 
it is not water or friction that takes the dirt out 
of clothes, but a mixture of soap and water known 
as “suds.” She must be shown the process whereby 
the machine agitates the soapy water, driving it 
through the fabric and forcing the dirt and germs 
out with it. She must be educated to the fact that 
there is practically no wear connected with the 
process. Drive that point home in every sales talk. 
It may seem strange to you, but it is a fact, nev- 
ertheless, that many women who have taken a post- 
graduate course over the washboard do not. know 
how to make good soap suds. There are even some 
who own washing machines who fail to get maxi- 
mum results because of this very fact. The average 
woman cuts her soap in chunks, throws it; into the 
tub, or boiler, and imagines she has done her whole 
duty. Naturally, she fails to get the best results. 
There is only one proper way to make good soap 
suds, and that is to grate the soap into the water, 
so that it will dissolve quickly and uniformly. It 
is not only the proper method, but it is the eco- 
nomical one. Did you ever visit a modern steam 
laundry? If you did, it is almost a sure bet that 
,you never saw a cake of soap around the place. 
Those concerns have found it profitable to buy their 
soap in a grated or powdered form. A big laundry 
couldn’t afford to use soap in any other form. Do 
you get the idea? When your mind has thoroughly 
digested the soap suds theory you are on the direct 
road to increased washer sales. 


How to Sell a Washing Machine 


The next time a woman gives so much as a pass- 
ing glance to a washing machine in your store take 
it as your cue to break into the conversation. Begin 
by saying: “The modern washing machine is cer- 
tainly a great invention, Mrs. Blank, and this model 
you are looking at is one of the best types on the 
market.” Pause. “By the way, has any one ever 
explained to you the principle that enables a wash- 
ing machine to do its work in such a wonderful 
manner? It is really very interesting.” In nine 
cases out of ten she will answer: ‘Why, no, I don’t 
think they ever have.” That is the time for you 
to open up the machine and begin your little story 
on the agitation of suds. Tell her how greatly the 
success of washing depends upon a proper soap-and- 
water mixture, and how good suds are made. Ex- 
plain the process of agitation, and tell her in an 
interesting manner how the soapy water is driven 
through the meshes of the fabric, taking out dirt 
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and germs without injuring or wearing the cloth- 
ing. Play up the economy of the process—the sav- 
‘ing of soap and the longer life given to the clothing. 
Show how the machine will do away with the heart- 
breaking drudgery of the washboard; how it will 
allow the housewife to turn out the weekly wash 
without the necessity of being splashed from head 
to foot,,or of filling the house with strong-smelling 
steam. Dwell on the simplicity of the process. Say: 
“Turning out a washing with this machine is a very 
simple process, Mrs. Blank. You merely put the 
hot water in the tub, grate in a little soap, close 
the machine, and run the motor for a moment, and 
you have a perfect cleansing medium. Then you 
put in the clothes, close the machine, and start the 
motor. In a very few minutes the washing is done. 
The clothes not only look clean—they are clean.” 
Point out to her the actual saving in physical labor, 
in worry, and in health. Find out the time usually 
taken to do her washing, and make a comparison, 
showing her the extra hours it will allow her to 
devote to her family and friends. Last, but not 
least, bring up the cash value of the labor and 
clothing saved. Sell her the economy idea, and you 
will soon be ringing up the actual washer sale. 
Back Up the Suds Story with Intimate Knowledge of 
Washers 

The suds story is a mighty good sales opener, 
and many times it carries the entire burden of a 
washing-machine sale. However, the salesman who 
expects to get the most out of the washer business 
must be prepared to go beyond the suds argument. 
He must know all about the machines carried by his 
firm; how they are made and what they are made 
of. If he handles a power machine, he must have an 
accurate knowledge of the motor, the gears, and 
the power required to operate it. He should also 
have a good working knowledge of the machines car- 
ried by rival firms, so that he is in position to point 
out where his machine.is superior. He can even 


work up a mighty good talk on the wood that goes

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into the various parts of the machine. A knowledge 
of the things mentioned is absolutely essential in 
putting over washer sales, but this fact should 
never be forgotten: It is never the machine itself 
that is sold. It is the things for which the machine 
stands—the elimination of waste, work and worry, 
the saving of clothing, time and health, the opportu- 
nity for rest and recreation, all of which lead back 
to that simple little story on suds. When a sales- 
man sells you a block of stock in some mining enter- 
prise it isn’t the neatly printed certificate that 
causes you to fall for his scheme. It is the vision 
of future wealth conjured up by the salesman that 
tempts you to part with your bank roll. In the same 
way, it is the vision of future benefits that puts over 
the washer sale, and it takes a fund of working 
knowledge to build up that vision. 


Sales Are the Reward of Effort 


There are many types of washing machines on 
the market to-day, and all have their advantages. 
Some are operated by hand or foot power, some 
by water, some by electric current, and some by gas 
engine. Naturally, the dealer should choose the 
types that are best suited to his trade territory. 
However, when that point has been definitely de- 
cided, the next thing to do is to get behind the 
line and sell the machines. A school of instruction 
should be started in the store, and every employee 
should get a thorough knowledge of washing ma- 
chines in general, and of his firm’s line in particu- 
lar. Finally, every salesman on the force should 
get that “suds idea” firmly planted in his mind, 
because that is his opening wedge. 

Every family in your town is entitled to a wash- 
ing machine. Every family is a live prospect for 
the sale of one. If you are not making a success 
of the washing-machine business the fault is strictly 
your own.

NEW YORK

[HE hardware business through trade circles in New 

York City continues to be extremely quiet. Both 
jobbers and retailers are largely confining their buying 
to goods for immediate use, and the speculative element 
seems to have entirely disappeared in the trade. There 
is continuous talk of lower prices, but a number of the 
most prominent manufacturers in the Metropolitan dis- 
trict who have been interviewed on this subject agree 
that there is little probability of lower prices in the raw 
materials most used in the manufacture of hardware. 
Brass, steel and copper are items on which deliveries 
still are more important than price. 

Collections instead of improving with the early har- 
vest months are even slower than a month ago, and 
there is a general feeling in the trade that collections 
must improve if the present business is to maintain vig- 
orous health. 

Wire NAILs.—The situation in this field is the same 
it has been for some time. Most dealers are obliged to 
turn down new orders as back orders have not been 
filled. 


Wire nails, in store, are $4, and delivered within carting 
limits, $4.05 base per keg. 

Cut NAILs.—The market in this field has been very 
seriously hampered on account of a fire which destroyed 
the entire p!ant of the Iron & Nail Company, Williams- 
port, Pa., a few days ago. Manufacturers are still han- 
dicapped in filling orders on account of the shortage of 
pig iron. Stocks are sadly depleted, and orders for 
immediate delivery are out of the question. 

Cut nails, in stock, are $4.85, and carted by the jobber 
$4.90 base per keg. 

SAFETY Razors.—The safety razor business, which 
has been exceptionally good through the entire season, 
is now in such a healthy state that manufacturers are 
doing but very little to stimulate business with whole- 
salers and retailers. This condition has been brought 
about by the very large demand for army purposes. 
The cost of all materials used in the making of safety 
razors has advanced sharply during the past year, but 
prices have not been changed to the trade. 

NAIL CLIPPERS. — The demand for nail clippers is in- 
creasing each year. One of the leading manufacturers 
of these goods is at the present time 20,000 doz. behind 
with his orders, and this large amount of back orders 
is increasing despite the recent installation of greatly 
improved grinding machinery which has largely in- 
creased the output. 

WALLACE LAMPS.— The manufacturers of Wallace 
portable electric lamps announce that on Sept. 10 an ad- 
vance of 50c. per lamp will be made. This advance ap- 
plies to jobbers, retailers and consumers. The advance 
was occasioned by advances in materials and labor and 
to improvements in the base weight of the lamps. 

Pumps.—F. E. Myers & Bro., Ashland, Ohio, manu- 
facturers of force and lift pumps, recently sent out a 
revised dealers’ discount sheet which we quote as fol- 
lows:

Fites.—The Nicholson File Company, Providence, R. 
I., has recently announced the following changes in 
dealers’ discounts: 

Best brands of files, 50 per cent; standard brands, 60 and 
7% per cent. 

Cotton Rope.—Prices in this market are far from 
normal, due to the enormous demand for Government 
purposes and for the regular trade, and the poor facil- 
ities for taking care of these orders have seriously han- 
dicapped the jobbers who are unable to handle any or- 
ders for immediate shipment. 

One of the largest distributors in New York recently 
received an inquiry from an old client for an immediate 
shipment of 10,000 lb. of cotton rope and was only able 
to ship 480 lb., which the dealer, who had already be- 
come discouraged, was delighted to get. 

Manufacturers are advising their best trade to ac- 
cept by wire. Incidentally, the scarcity of cotton rope 
had compelled many to substitute braided sash cord in 
place. 

Cotton rope is being quoted at 35c. to 48c. per Ib., according 
to the seller. 

LINSEED O1L.—The linseed oil market remains very 
quiet and distributors are experiencing difficulty in fill- 
ing orders on account of the season’s short crop. Prices 
are the same as quoted last week, with the exception of 
one producer who is quoting State and Western oil in 
quantities from $1.20 to $1.23 per gallon. Otherwise 
the prices generally quoted are: 

State and Western oil is $1.24 to $1.25 per gal. in carload 
lots, according to seller. In smaller quantities, $1.25 per gal. 

WINDow GLAss.—Distributors in this field have re- 
ceived a verbal notice from the manufacturers that a 
considerable advance will soon be quoted on all grades 
of glass when the new fires start, and also that the 
prices on boxing will be doubled. Stocks are gradually 
being depleted at the factories, and the better grades 

are scarcely obtainable. 

Window glass prices now are 85 per cent discount on A and 
B qualities, all brackets, both single and double thick, for 
ordinary window glass. On AA picture glass the discounts 


range from 80 to 80 and 10 per Sent discount from jobbers’ 
list, according to quantity, seller and composition of order.

NAVAL SToRES.—The poor shipping facilities due to 
the Government taking over most of the space on Atlan- 
tic Coast liners is proving to be a serious problem to 
‘the New York distributors, who are obliged to quote the 
trade in two ways. One quotation is for merchandise on 
hand and the other is subject to all shipping conditions. 
Most shipments continue to come North by rail. Buy- 
ing conditions remain unchanged.

Although 
Government orders are being taken care of as speedily 
as possible, even these orders in many cases are delayed 
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of necessity. All new accounts are being turned down. 
Mexican sisal fiber is being quoted at 19%c. per pound 
for current and 18%c. for red.

THE steel trade is getting very restless under the 

long delay by the Government in announcing its 
prices for steel, but it is believed these will be announced 
possibly before this issue of HARDWARE AGE has reached 
all its readers. In the meantime, the market is not 
standing entirely still, considerable business in pig iron, 
steel billets and sheet bars, and also in finished steel, 
being done right along, but at the expense of lower 
prices. It is a well-known fact that practically the en- 
tire manufacturing business of the whole country 
watches Pittsburgh closely to see how the steel business 
is in that city, as it is regarded as a general barometer 
of existing business conditions. More business was done 
in pig iron and steel in the last week or ten days than 
for more than a month previous, but at the expense of 
considerably lower prices: The high price reached for 
Bessemer open-hearth billets and sheet bars was about 
$105 per ton, but billets have been sold in the last week 
at $75, and sheet bars could be bought at $80 or less, 
these showing a decline in prices on semi-finished steel 
of at least $25 per ton. It should be remembered, how- 
ever, that comparatively little business was done in bil- 
lets and sheet bars at the $105 and $110 prices, nearly 
all consumers being covered by contracts at much lower 
prices. In pig iron, Bessemer has gone off about $5 per 
ton over the highest price reached, and basic has shown 
about the same decline. Also in plates prices are easier, 
and the available supply in the open market seems to 
be larger. 


The trade is still at sea as to how drastic the cut in 
prices to be made by the Government on steel products 
will be, and there is a good deal of apprehension exist- 
ing. The Government has the power to fix prices on 
steel that it buys itself, and also possibly for the Allies, 
but it is not believed it has the power to fix prices of 
steel to the domestic trade. This must be regulated as 
it has been ever since steel was made, by laws of supply 
and demand. There is no doubt, however, but that much 
lower prices on pig iron, semi-finished steel, and finished 
material are looked for immediately after the Govern- 
ment has announced its prices. 


An important meeting of tin plate manufacturers 
was held at Washington on Aug. 24 to confer with 
Food Administrator Hoover on the situation as regards 
the supply of tin plate to pack the fruit and vegetable 
crop this year." Figures were presented showing there 
will be a shortage in supply of tin plate this year of 
2,000,000 boxes, and a larger shortage next year. It 
was decided at this meeting to limit further the sales 
of tin plate to packers of non-perishable foods, the ob- 
ject being to conserve practically the entire output of 
bright plate for packers of perishable foods. The re- 
adjustment in prices on pig iron, semi-finished steel 





and finished material to a lower basis that has appar- 
ently started, is not reflected to any great extent in the 
hardware trade, but is showing signs of doing so. The 
volume of business in the local hardware trade is not 
as heavy as it was at this time last year. Jobbers and 
retailers report that seasonal goods are moving out in 
fairly large quantities, but the volume of business is 
being curtailed to some extent by the expectation of 
generally lower prices. Jobbers are advising retail 
trade to stock up on goods as far ahead as possible, but 
most purchases of retailers seem to be for urgent needs 
only. It is believed it is not a good time to lay in 
heavy stoeks, in view of the entire readjustment of the 
whole steel market to a lower basis. In addition, de- 
liveries on some lines of goods are slightly better, indi- 
cating that manufacturers are catching up on back 
orders to some extent. The number of men called for 
in the draft and that will soon have to leave their 
places of employment is very large, and this will be se- 
verely felt by manufacturers of all kinds of goods. It 
is likely to result in a decline in output of goods, as the 
places of the men who have been called to serve their 
country will be very hard to fill. Building operations 
all over the country are very dull, most of the new work 
under construction being for industrial plants. The 
demand for all kinds of building materials is quiet, and 
has been for many months, and it is not believed it will 
improve while the present high costs of labor and ma- 
terials remain. Very soon the crops will commence to 
be harvested, and this will increase to some extent the 
demand for more farming implements, and will also 
put a tremendous strain on the railroads to move the 
crops. The railroad problem is the serious one that is 
confronting the nation to-day. Hundreds of thousands 
of troops will have to be moved, and crops will have to 
be moved, and demands on the railroads are going to be 
enormously heavy. 

It is not unlikely that further restrictions in pas- 
senger service will have to be made, at least until the 
troops now under draft have been moved. Hardware 
merchants report collections good, and where money is 
needed to be advanced on stocks to come in, it can 
readily be obtained from the banks if the collateral is 
good. 

Wire Propucts.—There is no change to note in the 
wire nail situation. As reported several times, the new 
demand is dull, and specifications against contracts are 
light. The whole trade is waiting for the Government 
to announce its steel prices, and it is not likely there 
will be much improvement in wire nails one way or the 
other until this is done. Not very large quantities of 
wire nails or wire were sold by the independent mills 
at the $4 price for nails and $4.05 price for wire, the 
independent mills running mostly now on $3.50 for nails 
and $3.55 for wire. It is not unlikely that in a short 
time the independent mills will readjust prices on nails 
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and wire to a lower basis to be more in line with prices 
of the American Steel & Wire Company, which are still 
$16 per ton less than those of the independent mills. 
The Government has paid $3.20 base per keg for all the 
wire nails it has bought, and $3.55 per 100 lb. for 
bright basic wire. The independent mills continue to 
quote as follows: 

Wire nails, $4 base per keg; galvanized, 1 in. and longer, 
including large -head barb roofing nails, taking an advance 
over this price of $2, and shorter than 1 in., $2.50. Bright 
basic wire is $4.05 per 100 Ib.; annealed fence wire, Nos. 6 
to 9, $3.95; gaivanized wire, $4.65; galvanized barb wire 
and fence staples, $4.85; painted barb wire, $4.15; polished 
fence staples, $4.15; cement-coated nails, $3.90 base, these 
prices being subject to the usual advances for the smaller 
trade, all f.o.b. Pittsburgh, freight added to point of delivery, 
terms 60 days net, less 2 per cent off for cash in 10 days. 
Discounts on woven-w re fencing are 43 per cent off list for 


carload lots, 42 per cent off for 1000-rod lots, and 41 per cent 
off for smaller lots, f.0.b. P ittsburgh. 


NuTs AND Bo.Lts.—Reports are that the new demand 
is still fairly heavy, but not as large as some time ago. 
There is more inclination on the part of the jobbers and 
retailers to keep down stocks of nuts and bolts than 
there has been for a long time, this being in the belief 
that prices in the near future may be lower. Makers of 
nuts and toits are pretty well filled up on contracts 
against which specifications are fairly heavy. Prices 
are reported firm, but are not likely to be any higher. 


Discounts in effect for large buyers are as follows, de- 
livered in lots of 300 lb. or more, when the actual freight rate 
does not exceed 20c. per 100 Ib., terms 30 days net, or 1 per 
cent for ca:h in 10 days.

We 
continue to quote cut nails at $4.65 base, per keg, at mill 
in car'oad lots, while retailers charge $4.75 to $5 in 
small lots from store. 


IRON AND STEEL Bars.—Mills report that the new de- 
mand for iron and steel bars has fallen off some, and 
specifications against contracts are not as active as they 
were some time ago. There is a fairly good demand for 
reinforcing tars for building purposes. Mills are catch- 
ing up on back orders to some extent, and deliveries are 
better than for some time. 


We quote steel bars, 4.25c. to 4.50¢., and iron bars, 5c., 
f.o.b. at mill, these prices being for carload lots to large 
buyers only. Small lots of iron and steel bars from ware- 


houses bring 5 to 5.

Hardware Age 


GARDEN TooLts.—The demand for garden tools for 
next season’s delivery is reported quite heavy, and 
salesmen on the road are taking good orders. The crop 
to be raised this year from community gardens will be 
fair in size, but the idea has become very pouular, and 
it is evident that community gardens next year will be 
on a much larger scale than this year. Jobbers and re- 
tailers report their stocks of garden too.s are pretty 
well cleaned up, and very few will be carried over into 
next year. 

Tin PLatTe.—The Government has again asked the 
tin plate mills to conserve practically their entire out- 
put of bright plate for packers of perishable foods, and 
this will be done. Packers of non-perishable foods will 
have to resort to paper, glass and other containers to a 
large extent for this year at least. The current de- 
mand for tin plate is quiet, but a few small sales of 
primes are being made at $11 to $13 per base box from 
stock.

Prices are fairly firm, but it is 
evident will not be any higher. Some in the trade are 
looking for lower prices on sheets in the near future. 
The Government is still buying sheets at about $40 per 
ton, under the price being charged to domestic consum- 
ers. The prices made to the Government are 6 25c. for 
blue annealed sheets; 6.50c. for Bessemer black, and 
8.50c. for galvanized, all of No. 28 gage. Prices being 
charged to the domestic trade in carloads and larger 
lots for such deliveries as the mills can make are about 
as follows: 


Nos. 9 and 10 blue annealed sheets are ruling at 8.25c. to 
8.50c., No. 28 Bessemer black 8.50c. to 9c., and No. 28 gal- 
vanized 10c. to 10.50c. in carloads and larger lots to the 
large buyers. For small lots from store the usual advances 
over these prices are charged. 


TWIN CITIES 


Minneapolis and St. Paul, Sept. 1, 1917. 


CAREFUL summary of the attitude of the retailers 

seems on the whole to indicate that good business is 
expected in nearly every phase of the trade; even build- 
ers’ hardware seems hopeful to the attentive observer. 
There will be an increased activity in this line without 
doubt, although perhaps below the usual amount for fall 
business. Inquiries are beginning to be received for 
quotations, and after the annual State Fair is over a 
more normal condition will doubtless exist. The draft 
is far from settled, and with various contingents leav- 
ing for training camps constant readjustment is neces- 
sary to keep business organizations running smoothly. 
Government regulation of price, Government orders for 
material and similar long existing conditions still act as 
a restraining influence on trade. But even with all the 
adverse influences listed above the general feeling is 
very optir istic. 

The fuel problem is even more serious for this district 
than at any time this year. Docks at the head of the 
lakes are nearly empty. It still remains to be seen 
what effect the latest order for coal shipments by lake 
will have. Certainly drastic methods will be needed at 
once, for even this early the nights are bringing a cool- 


ness that is both a comfort and a warning. Frosts have 
been reported at some points along the Red River Val- 
ley, and in the northern part of the State. It is not an- 
ticipated that crops will be injured, as the cool weather 
has held off long enough to put them fairly out of the 
way. Harvesting is well along, and even some thresh- 
ing has been done. Indications bear out the experience 
of other years that the total yield will average better 
than crop estimates, which have been announced from 
time to time. Workmen are nearly all better paid than 
they were a year ago. Even with the long advance in 
prices buying has not declined; the only tendency seems 
toward careful selections and conservative estimates of 
quality and value. 

Buying by the retailer has been held down to the min- 
imum the past week, as appears usual at this time of 
the month. Fill-ins covered the bulk of the purchases, 
with seasonal goods a close second. Future orders are 
comparatively infrequent, though some goods are being 
purchased for delivery as far ahead as the second quar- 
ter of next year. Quotations on merchandise by the 
factories and their acceptances of orders are surround- 
ed by so many conditions as to price at the time of ship- 
ment and the probability of the shipping date that it is

most discouraging to the man who is attempting to 
place orders, 

Yesterday brought the announcement of the fixing of 
the price on wheat. This means the accelerated move- 
ment of wheat and a corresponding movement of money. 
The fall business has started, and the live retailer and 
wholesaler have been planning and working for this 
time and are prepared to reap their harvest. Whole- 
salers report a very satisfactory business for the week, 
the orders covering in many cases goods for delivery in 
September. Prices for the most part are stationary. 

Wire Naits.—Sales are slightly improved and job- 
bers’ stocks are in better condition. Price has not 
changed. 

We quote from local jobbers’ stocks: Standard wire nails 
at $4.10 per keg base, and coated wire nails at $4.10 per keg 
base. 

Braps.—A slight variation in price has developed 
among local jobbers. The price as quoted last week, 
however, is fairly representative.

on; such building as there is is largely confined to 
industrial plants and workmen’s homes. As a whole, 
builders’ hardware is moving slowly and there is little 
prospect of an immediate betterment.

Prices of the more common staples are marking 
time as a rule and there is little real information upon 
which to predict their future movements. Only in a 
few instances can it be said that there is any improve- 
ment in deliveries and the transportation problem of 
New England is as far from solution as ever.

HE business deadlock is hard to break. The uncer- 

tainty as to the Government’s action in fixing prices 
is one of the main reasons for this hesitancy on the 
part of merchants to lay in heavier stocks, and this 
action has been unconsciously reflected on the retail 
trade. Naturally the jobber, who keeps in close touch 
with the situation at all times, is curtailing his pur- 
chases from the manufacturers. This does not mean 
that all lines of the hardware business are affected, 
as for instance, the mill supply line is holding up well. 
Automobile accessories are also in good demand, 
although only the suburban and country merchants are 
making a specialty of this particular line just now. 

The slack building operations have cut off the call 
for builders’ hardware, although business up until 
August 1 was conceded to be fairly good and in some 
instances exceeded the general average for the first 
seven months of the year. 


WIRE AND WIRE Goops.—The jobbers’ quotation on 
wire nails remains at $3.90 per keg base, and barb wire 
is $5 per 100 lb. Screen cloth is unchanged at $2 per 
100 sq. ft. Business is dull in this immediate vicinity, 
but jobbers have lately received some encouraging 
orders from nearby cities. 


Screws.—Machine screws are in good demand, and 
deliveries from manufacturers are much better. The 
jobbers quote cap screws at 40 per cent from list; set 
screws, 45 per cent and wood screws 70 and 10 per cent. 

Hack Saws.—No complaints are now registered as 
to slowness in deliveries on the part of the manufac- 
turers or jobbers. Business is holding up fairly well. 
The jobbers’ discount remains at 10 per cent off list. 


MACHINE Bo.ts.—The recent advances noted are 
being adhered to, and to-day’s jobbers’ discount on % 
x4-in. and smaller is 40 and 5 per cent, and on larger 
and longer 25 and 5 per cent. The machine shops are 
good steady customers.

CARRIAGE BOLTS.—The demand is slack locally, but 
traveling salesmen report shipbuilders as ordering a 
quantity of carriage bolts where wooden vessels are 
under construction. The discount on %x6-in. and 
smaller is firm at the recent advance to 35 and 5 per 
cent off list. Larger and longer sizes remain at 20 
and 5 per cent discount. 

Stove Bo.Lts.—Business is slow and only small lots 
are ordered. No change is anticipated until the fall 
season fairly begins. Jobbers quote 60 and 10 per cent 
off list. 

WASHERS.—A better call for wrought washers is 
noted, and the discount is $3.50 off list. Cast washers 
are 5c. a lb. and malleable washers 9c. 

RIvETS.—No changes are recorded in either the pres- 
ent demand over that prevailing two weeks, or in quo- 
tations. The base price is 30 per cent off list. 

FILES.—Jobbers report orders for files generally 
call for a smaller number than usual, although they 
are coming in at about the same rate. The discount 
is 50 and 10 per cent off list. 
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Twist DrRILLs.—Straight and taper shank drills are 
quoted at 40 per cent discount and wire gage drills at 
30 per cent off. Orders are coming in for both kinds at 
a satisfactory rate. 


HAND TAps.—The machine shops are using a large 
number of hand taps, and machine tool taps up to No. 
12 are firm at 65 per cent discount, and No. 14 and 
larger, 45 per cent. 


SAsH CorD.—A nominal quotation is 47c. per lb., 
with only small lots being ordered. 


ROoFING.—Composition roofing is still in good de- 
mand, and attention has repeatedly been called to the 
fact that it has supp!anted metal roofing on many jobs, 
on account of the high price of the latter.

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The New Child Labor Law 


By ELTon J. BUCKLEY 


HERE goes into effect on Sept. 1 next the new 
Federal Child Labor Act, which in some re- 
spects is- revolutionary. Since it is apt to 

directly or indirectly affect everybody who makes 
or sells manufactured goods, it may help somebody 
to keep out of trouble if I digest the act and briefly 
state how it will affect the manufacturer, the jobber 
and the retailer. 

The act is intended to prevent the use in manu- 
facturing establishments of children under fourteen, 
and the use of children between fourteen and six- 
teen for more than a certain number of hours a 
day. It covers every kind of manufacturing estab- 
lishment, and so reaches all trades. This is the 
wording: “Mine, quarry, mill, cannery; workshop, 
factory or manufacturing establishment situated in 
the United States.” Instead of simply prohibiting 
the employment of children in these establishments 
the act-seeks to: accomplish the same result indi- 
reetly, by forbidding everybody to ship goods in 
interstate commerce which were made in a plant 
where children have been illegally employed. 

'The gist of the act is in the first section: 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives of the United States of America, in Congress 
assembled, That no producers, manufacturer or dealer 
shall ship or deliver by shipment in interstate or for- 
eign commerce any article or commodity the product 
of any mine or quarry, situated in the United States, 
in which within thirty days prior to the time of the 
removal of such product therefrom children under the 
age of sixteen years have been employed or permitted 
to work, or any article or commodity the product of any 
mill, cannery, workshop, factory or manufacturing 
establishment, situated in the United States, in which 
within thirty days prior to the removal of such product 
therefrom children under the age of fourteen years 
have been employed or permitted to work, or children 
between the ages of fourteen years and sixteen years 
have been employed. or permitted to work more than 
eight hours in any day, or more than six days in any 
week, or after the hour of 7 o’clock post-meridian, or 
before the hour of 6 o’clock ante-meridian. 


Sections 2, 3 and 4 mérely provide for the en- 
forcement of the act, and then comes section 5, 
which imposes a fine of not over $200 for the first 
offense, and a fine of $100 to $1,000 for the second 
offense, or (or “and”) imprisonment not exceeding 
three months. Then follows a provision releasing a 
dealer from responsibility if he can show a guaran- 
tee from the manufacturer or jobber that the goods 
were made in a plant which did not illegally employ 
children. As follows: 


Provided, That no dealer shall be prosecuted under 
the provisions of this act for a shipment, delivery for 
shipment, or transportation who establishes a guaranty 
issued by the person to whom the goods shipped or de- 
livered for shipment or transportation were manufac- 
tured or produced, resident in the United States, to the 
effect that such goods were produced or manufactured 
in a mine or quarry in which within thirty days prior to 
their removal therefrom no children under the age of 
fourteen were employed or permitted to work, nor 
children between the ages of fourteen years and six- 
teen years employed or permitted to work more than 
eight hours in any day or more than six days in any 
week or after the hour of 7 o’clock post-meridian or 
before the hour of 6 o’clock ante-meridian; and in such 
event if the guaranty contains any false statement of 
material fact, the guarantor shall be amenable to prose- 
cution and to the fine or imprisonment provided by this 


section for violation of the provisions of this act. Said 
guaranty, to akord the protection above provided, shall 
contain the name and address of the person giving the 
same. 


There is also a provision exonerating a manufac- 
turer even if he has employed a child illegally if 
he did so only after he got from it or its parents 
a certificate showing it to be of legal age. 

Now, to apply this,act. Of cowrse, it only covers 
interstate transactiogg.. If a-New York manufac- 
turer ships goods to an Ohio jobber, such shipment 
is subject to the provisions of this act. If the Ohio 
jobber puts them in his own stock and sells them 
again to a retailer within the State of Ohio, such 
shipment is not within the provisions of the act, 
because it is not interstate. Therefore, any retailer 
or jobber who buys from a seller located within his 
own State, and does not ship the goods out again, 
will usually not have to pay any attention to the 
new act. 

The offense here is the shipment, or delivery for 
shipment; therefore, it will touch manufacturers 
and jobbers much more directly than retailers, that 
is, the average retailer, because he does not have 
many interstate shipping transactions, while the 
manufacturer and jobber will have a great many. 
Therefore, even though a retailer should buy from 
some manufacturer or jobber outside the State, un- 
less he reships the same goods to some point outside 
the State this act has nothing to do with him. 

Nevertheless, retailers who do anything more than 
an absolutely local business should get the guarantee 
from the manufacturer or the jobber provided for 
in section 5, for at any time they might have a call 
to ship something outside of the State, and if it 
happened to have been made in a plant illegally em- 
ploying children there might be a prosecution. 

For instance, take a. tomato canning factory in 
Maryland. It employs, let us say, a fifteen-year-old 
child during the month of July ten hours a day help- 
ing to can peas, in violation of the act. During the 
month of August, within thirty days of the time 
jwhen the child was illegally employed, the canner 
packs and ships some tomatoes to a jobber in Penn- 
sylvania. The packer is liable, under the provisions 
of the act, for the child doesn’t have to be actually 
employed on the goods which make up the shipment; 
the act covers any and all goods produced by such 
a plant. 

These tomatoes get to the Pennsylvania jobber, 
and are resold and reshipped by him to a retailer, 
also in Pennsylvania. The jobber is not liable for 
the illegality of the goods, for it is not an interstate 
shipment. If he had shipped to a retailer in New 


. Jersey he would be liable, unless he had a guarantee 


from the packer that the children had not been ille- 
gally employed in his factory within thirty days. 

Next take the Pennsylvania retailer who bought 
the tomatoes. If he doesn’t sell to anybody outside 
the State he needn’t care about this law at all, no 
matter how many children were illegally employed 
in the canning factory. But suppose he gets an 
order from an old customer who has gone to a 
summer resort in a near-by State, and who wants 
some tomatoes? If he ships in interstate com- 
merce, he is liable to a fine of $200, unless he has 
a guarantee from the jobber or the packer that 
children were not illegally employed.

Or in other words, the show cards as presented in 
these lessons are an actual key to the layout of your 
show window displays. Individual ideas are much 
more effective for moving merchandise, featuring 
one line at a time, than by making a general display 
of everything in the store. 


Hints for the Card Writer 


Cultivate originality, layout and illustrate your 
cards differently but not freakishly, develop a char- 
acter that will distinguish your work from your 
competitor. 

Try for snap, and dash in your show-cards; 
watch spacing, neatness, briefness and legibility, 
and your finished card will be about right. Boil 
down your text, make it brief, so he who runs, may 
read. Let your text be to the point. A number of 
ideas for layouts can be taken from trade journals 
and other magazines. Keep a scrap book of ideas 
that come to your notice; a book in which catch 
phrases are recorded will also be found to be a 
valued asset, always ready and at hand when 
needed. System in your work, the habit of regular 
practice, and attention to details, will make an ex- 
pert of any man in time. 


The Alphabet 


The alphabet presented with this lesson was made 
with a new pen, called “spoon pen”; it is similar to 
the Redis and speed ball pens, but has a cupped nib 
like a teaspoon. It makes a stroke wider in its 
movement from left to right than in its perpendicu- 
lar strokes, and it will prove a great favorite 
as it will work satisfactorily on the roughest card- 
boards, due to its curved surface that strikes the 
work. The pen comes in three sizes. 


The Show Cards 


Card No. 1.—Executed with spoon and Soennecken 
pens, and an illustration taken from HARDWARB 
AGE; note the splendid balance—due to the use of 
illustrations, border and boxing, white space and 
layout of text. The border is 1 in. deep.

Patterns for a Valley Saddle 


By A. F. MUELLER 


N reshingling houses, the carpenter usually or- 

ders and puts in the valleys, and not having a 
soldering outfit, or being unable to solder, there 
is usually left a leak in the valley at the point where 
the ridge of one roof intersects the side of another 
roof. As it would be too expensive to send a sheet- 
metal worker to the job for the sole purpose of sol- 
dering the top of the valley, a valley saddle is 
made in the shop that will fit both roofs and which 
laps on each valley about 6 in. 

Draw the line 1-b and 1-b’ in the elevation to 
represent the pitch of the intersecting gable roof, 
and from 1 set off a distance 1-6 equal to the ver- 
tical height that the valley will be on the side roof. 
On a 14-in. valley about 6 in., and on the horizontal 
line through 6 set off the width of the back piece 


as 4 and 5 equal to the width of the valley used. 
In Fig. 3, draw the line b-h to represent the pitch 
or end view of the side roof, to which horizontally 
project the points in Fig. 2, from 1 to 6, which will 
be the side elevation of the saddle, as shown. 

At right angles to b-h draw a line and set off on 
it the width of the back piece taken from the eleva- 
tion, as shown by 5’-6’-4', and from these points 
draw indefinite lines that are parallel with b-h. 
Project to these lines, at right angles to b-h, the 
miter points 1 to 3, between the two pieces of the 
saddle, as 2’-1’-3’. Connect these intersections, and 
then A will be the pattern for the back piece. 

For the pattern of the ridge piece, lay off a 
stretchout in the same way as described above, par- 
allel with the ridge of Fig. 3, and vertically project

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the miter points. Connecting the intersections will 
result in the net pattern for the ridge piece, as 
at B. 

D is a section of a joint between the pieces, and 
shows where an allowance has been made to one 
of the pieces so they can be lapped and well sol- 
dered. C is a section of the joint showing the 
pieces joined together with a double seam, which 
must also be soldered. 

Valleys made of galvanized iron are formed or 
bent in the shop, in the brake or by hand, in 8 or 
10-ft. lengths, and then it is necessary to know 
the angle between the two sides at right angles to 
the sides, and also to divide the valley material 
so that the sides are equal in height. For other- 
wise the capacity of the metal valley will be equal 
to the lowest side, or rather to the narrower side. 

In Fig. 1, draw a horizontal line below the ele- 
vation and vertically project to it the points b and 
b’ from Fig. 2, which will represent the lower ends 
of the middle of the valleys. In Fig. 2, b’ has been 
horizontally projected to the roof line in Fig. 3, as 
at b, and the line continued, and intersected by 
dropping the point 1, as at a. Then the length a-b 
is the distance that the lower end of the middle of 
the valley comes forward. Place this length a-b 
from b° on the perpendicular from b°, as b°-a, and 
then lines from a, which also represents point 1 of 
the intersection at the apex of the ridge, drawn to 
b, and b’ will represent the middle of the valleys in 
the plan. 

Parallel with valley a-b draw the line a’-b”, to 
which project at right angles to a-b the points a and 
b, as a’ and b”. From a’ draw a perpendicular, and

The Vote of the Man Away 


from Home 


MINNEAPOLIS, MINN. 
To the Editor: 

The absent-voter question is more important to- 
day than ever before, because thousands of our 
men will soon be in training camps in this country 
and in Europe. They will be deprived of their 
vote unless all States enact a law like Virginia. If 
a Virginia citizen be within the United States he 
has 30 days in which to request his county auditor 
to mail him the ballot, to be cast at his home pre- 
cinct. He can mark the ballot secretly, but in the 
presence of any postmaster who makes the legal 
endorsement on a blank attached, and it is returned 
to the election judges at his home precinct, who 
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set off on it the height of the valley, or a-1, in Fig. 
3. Connect 1’ and b”, and the line will represent the 
elevation or pitch of the valley and also the extreme 
bottom part of the valley. 

Take some point on the valley a-b, as, for instance, 
O, to represent the bottom or lowest point in the 
section across the valley, in plan, and project it— 
at right angles to a-b—to 1’-b”, as at O’. Parallel 
with the valley project the point O’ to a perpendicu- 
lar from b, the end of the valley, and then will b’”-e 
be the vertical depth of the section across the val- 
ley. The valley, as spoken of here, does not neces- 
sarily mean the sheet metal, but the shape produced 
by the intersecting roofs. Draw a line from e par- 
allel with b”’-1, to represent the top of the section 
across the valley. As the section is to be at right 
angles to the valley, draw through O’ a line at right 
angles to the valley bottom b”-1’, as g°-O’-d°, which 
will be an end edge view of the section. From d° 
draw a line at right angles to the valley a-b, across 
the plan, and then will the line d’-d’” be the base 
of the section in the plan. At right angles to the 
valley project the point g° to lines drawn perpen- 
dicularly from d’ and d”, as g and g’, and then will 
g-d’-d’’-g’, or the black part, be the plan of the 
section. 

Parallel with d’-d’” draw a line, and from d’, 
d”, d’” draw lines to it that are parallel with the 
valley. From d’ and d* set off the outside height of 
the section, or d°-g° in HE, and from d* the inside 
height, d°-O’. Connect the points, and then will the 
shaded part at F be the section at right angles to 
the valley and g’-O-g be the shape of the valley, in 
which the sides are not equal.
